Isthe Afghan charactor so black as it is 
generally painted, or has it not rather some 
tedesming qualities that, as in the case of 
-the Turk, tone down the uglinesa of the por-' 
trait to a certain extent? ‘The question ‘is 
‘OF Gome iniportance just, now, whon it behores 
Englishmen to get at what knowlodge they 
can about the people whose irreconcilable 
hostility causes the Indian Government such 
seridi® trouble, In his domestic relations, 
in Afghan condictsbrmséiF in a reasonably 
satisfactory manner, True, be is inclined to 
neglect his spouses, but he does not often re- 
sortto-actual ill-usnge. : One renson for this 
amiability may be thatthe Afghan women are 
not ofa sort to brook blows.
